THE HISTORY OF THE 
TYPEWRITER. 


TuHE invention of the typewriter, like that of every 
other epoch-making machine, was not a matter of a few 
years, The production of a practical writing machine 
was the result of more than a century and a half of 
scientific ar ol en culminating in the construction of 
a successful ins! nt some twenty years ago. 

The first attempt in this direction of which we have 
any record was made by an oe ay Henry Mille, in 
1714. His specification was lodged in the Patent Office 
in that year, but, as it was unaccompanied by drawings, 
we have little or no knowledge of its mechanical details. 

In 1784 a French machine for embossing letters upon 
paper for the use of the blind was invented. Between 
that date and 1843 there is no record of spy attempt to 
make a nde In the latter year a patent was

Numerous attempts in the same direction followed, 
but none were successful unti] 1867, when a iter 
was constructed by three inventors. The chief of these, 
Mr. O. Lathom Sholes, had had bis attention called to an 
article in THE SCIENTIFIC AMERICAN, relative to tho 
cere | machine invented by a Mr. John Pratt, and ex- 


cessful writing machine would not only secure a fortune, 
but would confer a blessing upon humanity, This 
article, however, did little more than suggest the con- 
struction of such a machine, for the typewriter upon 
which Sholes set to work, with the co-operation of 
another inventor, 8. W. Soulé, and a capitalist Carlos 
Glidden, was constructed on entirely different lines. The 
writing was done by means of pivotted types set ina 
circle and capable of being brought separately to the 
centro of that circle. 

In September, 1867, the first macbiue was finished. 
It was practical inasmuch as lettors were written with it, 
but was so far from ect that between 1867 and 1873 
Sholes was constantly employed in developing details.

of Nature? Those who have the most resolutely vindi- 
cated the right of their sex to wear moustache and beard 
are the waiters. 

They, by persistent agitation, managed to achieve a

day to flourish the napkin in some celebrated café or 
restaurant has the good sense to observe the tradition 
according to which his face should be always clean and 
shaved.

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RUSSIAN MERCHANTS. 


‘Tuzy haven't altogether barbaric ideas out in Russia 
as to the way in which business sbould be done. It is 
really astonishing whut an enormous amount of trade is 
carried on in the large towns, for the merchant sits still 
in his shop and waite until you have cume to him, 
scemingly Tadifferens ua to whether buy or not; 
and should any particular article strike your fancy 
will scare you off by asking four times the amount that 
ho expects vo get for it. 

At ainc o'clock in the mening Pe comes to the bazaar, 
stands before his xhop, crosses himself, and offers up a 
prayer for his safe guidance, Good man. Then he opens 
bis establistiment, and ewindles a confiding foreigner out 
of 2 couple of roubles, 

As o rule he is a short, thick-set fellow, with wide 
trousers tucked into long boot, and his coarse hair 
chopped off level with his coat-collar, so: that it closely 
resembles a brush, : p 

He is a ehrowd dealer, very suspicious of his neigh- 
bours, ard conducting his business on the clear-conscious 

inciple that everything is fair in trade. But that 
isn’t entirely Russian. All his calculations are made 
by means of wooden buttons strung on wire, after 
the fashion of Chinese merchants, and only the large 
business houses keep account books. 

Tho recognised time for clusing the shops is five 
o'clock in the afternoon, At this hour the merchant 
puts away all his goods into boxes, comes out, cloves the 
windows, and fastens the front door with a padlock 
which he ties to the staple with a piece of string, waxed 
and sealed with his private mark. 

Before finally leaving the place he crosses himself and 
offers up another prayer, its duration varying with the 
amount of business transacted duriug the day. 

Tho chief towns throughout Russia contain theic 
Gostizi Dvor, or Grand Bazaar. This is an enormous 
building, covering several acres of ground, and divided 
into blocks by glass-covered passages lined with the shops. 
A person enterizg one end of the bazaar from the street 
may wall about for hours mating parch2ses, and remain 
ander cover the whole time. 

This plan gives the Russian a marked advantage over 
the Brivish shopper, who is compelled to pass from shop 
to shop in the exposed air, whatever the weather may be 
like. 


Moreover, the commodities sapplied in these bazaars 
are not confined within any particular area; 7 can 
obtain almost apy necessary or cclicacy of life eath 
tho same ruof.
